At the beginning of iho anti-slavery agi- 
tation In lie Inter phases he Look a stand 
on Ihe aide cf the oiM'rcssed, breaking to 
a considerable extent with his party, and 
when Iho stormy period Immediately pre- 
ceding tno breaking out 6( tbo Rebellion 
came, ho threw his whole soul Into Ihe 
controversy In behalf ot Ino old flag and 
universal freedom. 
He wan EO outspoken 


on tlicso questions that though ono of Ihe 
most respected citizens of Troy and of 
the state, his newspaper establishment 
was sacked by a mob of "respectable citi- 
zens" and much ot his property destroyed. 
Hut. nothing daunted, he kept steadily on 
In tbo same course and maintained It to 
the end. 


Mr. Krancls afterward received and car- 


ried many honors but none tbat showed 
(he man In hln true character better than 
his firmness under those trying conditions. 
He represented his country as Us minister 
to Austria. Greece and Portugal, and these 
repeated appointments from different Pres- 
idents Kho'.v the appreciation In which he 
was held.

constructed of steel plates, firmly riveted, 
making a slamlplpe which rears Us head 
two hundred and fifty feet above Ihe level 
of the ground. At tho extreme top of this 
cylinder arc fastened 
twelve long arms, 


resembling Iho ribs of an umbrella. These 
are steel trusses, reaching almost lo the 
ground. At the lower end of each of these 
ribs Is suspended a car for carrying pas- 
sengers, each car having a capacity for 
twenty persons. 


Theto monster rll« are raised by hy- 


draulic power, acllng by means of steel 
cables operating through the cylinder, aid- 
ed by a mechanism greatly 
resembling 


that portion of an umbrella which comes 
into action when the umbrella is opened. 
Uy means of this mcctiankscit the gigantic 
arms are raised until they are horizontal, 
Iho cars in tho meantime being carried 
outward and upward until (hey reach a 
point two hundred and fifty feet above the? 
ground, the diameter of the huge circle 
formed by the suspended cars helng two 
hundred and fifty, feel. When the highest 
IKjiut hiis been reached another mechanism 
comes Into play and the suspended cars 
ure. swung slowly around In a circle, after 
which they are lowered to Ihe ground- The 
sides of the cars are of glass, so that the 
pasfiongers may tecuro an extensive view 
of the surrounding country.—[The Man.u 
facturcr.
